
GOSSIP OF THE TUBF. 



Last Friday’s Ban Francisco Examiner says : 
**Tha Milroy-Corrigan incident is closed so far 
as the investigation of the Board of Stewards 
of the Western Turf Association is concerned. 
That judicial body held another protracted ses- 
sion last night. The testimony of Daniel Han- 
lon, William Mnrry and Bamnel Bainey, whe 
were wit i esses of the altercation and overheard 
the words that passed between the two men, 
was taken, and then the matter was discussed. 
The stewards finally decided that an apology 
was dne the California Jockey Club, and Presi- 
dent Williams will be informed today that the 
Tanforan Association begs the Oakland racing 
corporation’s pardon. 

’This action did not meet with the approval 
of Mr. Corrigan. 

*'What does the Western Tnrf Association 
apologize for 7” he asked when informed of the 
decision. '"Something it has done? Bo far as I 
am concerned I will apologize to no man nor 
association, becanse I have done nothing re- 
quiring an apology. I don’t believe Mr. Milroy 
expected me to ask his pardon.” 

"The stewards will say nothing regarding the 
reasons that led to their conclusion, but it is 
apparent that the step was taken in the inter- 
est of harmony. While there is an agreement 
between the two associations under which dates 
are divided, it is not impossible to abrogate 
this, and the stockholders in the new track, 
some of whom are on the Board of Stewards, do 
net care to jeopardize their investments through 
a quarrel growing ont of the antagonism to Mr. 
Corrigan.” 

A special telegram from New Orleans to yes- 
terday's Enquirer says: "Ed Jasper, the effi- 
cient and obliging entry clerk here, has been 
looking after entries to the Latonia stakes, 
which closed today. He has received a number 
of entries for the several fixed events to be de- 
cided at the Kenton County tracks the coming 
spring meeting, and two each for the Derby and 
Oaks of 1901. Eleven entries were received for 
the Tobacco Stakes and nice for the new fix- 
ture, the Turf Congress Handicap. Among 
those named for the latter event is Paddy 
Tomlinson’s crack three-year-old. The Con- 
queror. Tomlinson and Woodford have entered 
in the Clipsetta the fast filly, Queen Dixon, by 
Sir Dixon— Lady Beth, and H. J. Scoggan has 
named for the filly event an unnamed filly by 
Eothen— Effie C., the latter being named for 
the Covington Spring Selling Stakes for two 
year-olds. There were four entries for the 
Harold. Dick Clawson has received from A. L. 
Aste, of the Kensico Stables, owner of Sad- 
dncee and other good horses, an offer of $10,000 
for the coming season. The contract offered, 
however, calls for Clawson to ride as low as 100 
pounds. That is lower than the boy can or will 
ride at, and for that reason he will have to de- 
cline the offer. George Odom, who is to do the 
lightweight riding for the Whitney stable the 
coming season, has given it out that John E. 
Madden will probably have second call on him 

The annual meeting of the Highland Park 
Club, which operates the Parmer-Hendrie run- 
ning circuit, comprising the Highland Park 
Fort Erie and Montreal tracks, was held at 
Detroit Moaday. The following officers were 
re-elected: George M. Hendrie. Detroit, presi- 
dent; J- W. Price, Hillsboro, Ohio, vice presi- 
dent; Waiter O. Parmer, Nashville, Tenn.. 
secretary and manager. 

The circuit will open at Highland Park about 
June 12, with a twelve days’ meeting. The 
horses go then to Fort Erie, and from thence to 
Montreal. 

The following stakes, the entries for which 
close February 20, will be offered for the spring 
■tootiugs: 



At Highlend Park— The Turf Congress Stakes ; 
value $3, COO; for three-year-olds; mile and a 
quarter. A two- year-old stake; value $1,000; 
fear and a half furlongs. A selling stake for 
three-year-olds and upward; value ll.OCO; 
seven -eighths of a mile. Handicap for three- 
year-olds and upward; valua $1,000; one and 
one-eighth miles. 

At Fort Erie— The Canadian Derby; value 
$3,0C0; one and a quarter miles. A stake for 
tbree-y ear-old fillies; value $1,000; one mile. 
A selling stake for three-year-olds and upward; 
value $1,000; one mile. A selling stake for 
three- year-olds and upward ; value $1,000; one 
and an eighth miles. A stake for two-year-elda; 
value $1,000; half a mile. A selling stake for 
all ages ; value unfixed as yet; three-fourths of 
a mile. 

At Montreal — Windsor Hotel Handicap; 
value $1,000; one mile. A stake for two-year- 
olds; value $1,000; half a mile- A selling stake 
for all ages; value $1,000; ssven-eighths of a 
mile. Hunt Club Handicap; steeplechase; 
value $1,000; two and a quarter miles. 

The stakes for the fall meetings have not 
been decided upon as yet. 

Ho rsemen having candidates engaged in the 
important handicaps which closed a few days 
ago are facing the issue in a sanguine frame of 
mind. The weather continues so phenomenally 
mild that even at the metropolitan tracks work 
in the open is permissible and, unless the ele- 
ments furnish obstacles later on, the material 
for the coming campaign should be ripe when 
the bugle sounds. Trainers with prospective 
factors in the Brooklyn and Suburban Handi- 
caps are "making haste slowly,” having no 
desire to show their hands until the weights 
are announced February 1. Meanwhile there 
are several other irons in the fire, and when all 
belated entries for the early stakes have been 
gathered in the result is expected to be the 
fattest advance scbedul^^ of recent years. 

Entries for the special features announced by 
the Brighton Beach Association are pouring in 
steadily, but the secretary wiirhold the sheets 
open until mails from the south and west have 
been received. The returns up to date are 
decidedly encouraging, and the officials are 
confidjnt that they will be able to turn out one 
of the most attractive cards in the district. For 
the rich Brighton Handicap, which closed with 
twenty-eight entries last year, there are already 
forty candidates in line. A proportionate in- 
crease is expected in the other fixed events to 
be decided at the breezy track by the sea, and 
details are eagerly awaited. 

Racing men are particularly curious to see 
how the Brighton Cup event will fill. In pre- 
vious years the nominations were representa- 
tive of both quantity and quality, but trainers 
weakened when it came to the proposition of 
fitting a horse for such a bruising race early in 
tbe summer. The event is framed on lines cal- 
culated to develop the staying qualities of the 
thoroughbred, and is rich enough to bring out 
the best horses in training.— New York Bun. 

The Tanforan track will be tbe scene of what 
should be a grand race at weight for age next 
Saturday. Concerning it a special to the 
Tribune says : 

"*The Turf Congress Stakes on Saturday 
promises to be the star event of the present 
racing season. There is a prospect of bringing 
together the highest class field that has ever 
sported colors in California. Entries for this 
latter event will close on Tuesday and fully a 
dozen of the best horses in training will be 
named, bat a field of eight will be large enough. 
There are doubtless not more than six horses 
that would have a chance, meeting at weight 
for age, and in the interest of a true race it is 



to be hoped that no third-class horses will be 
entered or started. 

"The Tnrf Congress Stakes is a sweepstakes 
for three- year-olds and upward, weight for age, 
entrance $10, $25 additional to start. Entries 
close on Tuesday, January 16. The Western 
Tnrf Association adds $1,000, of which $309 to 
the second and $150 to the third horse. In ad- 
dition to tbe above the American Turf Con- 
gress adds $1,(KA), to be divided as follows : $500 
to the winner and $500 to be paid to the train- 
ers and jockeys of the three placed horses, as 
follows : 40, 20 and 10 per cent, to the trainers 
of the first, second and third horses respective- 
ly, and 15, 16 and 5 per cent, respectively to tbe 
jocke ys riding them. The distance is one mile. 

The race is to come off oa Saturday, and in 
addition there is a great chance for a contest at 
a mile or a mile and a furlong between Geyser, 
Bannockburn, Becdoran and Zoroaster. It is 
proposed the first three carry 124 pounds and 
Zoroaster 115. All that is necessary to assure 
this royal contest is a good purse, aud there is 
little doubt that the Western Tnrf Association 
will offer this inducement.”

Park Stakes, when, although starting at odds- 
on, be finished unplaced to Harrow, Sibola and 
Sinopi.— New York Herald. 

DECEMBER AND OTHER FORM BOOKS 



These are trying days to the members of the 
Jockey Club, especially tha stewards. The diffi- 
cult question of alloting racing dates is likely 
to be so arranged that there will be no fault 
found by anybody who is at all responsible. 

There are other matters fully as important to 
the beet interest of the tnrf as the arraugiug of 
dates, the chief of which is the problem of 
eliminating from the turf the horde of men who 
make a visit to the race track extremely un- 
pleasant for persons of refinement who desire a 
healthful day’s amusement. 

Where to begin aud where to end in the work 
of purification has caused some of the stewards 
many hours of meditation, Perhaps the most 
pernicious class on the race track are the run- 
ners for the bookmakers. These men labor 
earnestly for their employers. They rush from 
paddock to ring, and go whirling through the 
crowds like the center rush in a football game. 
These men cluster around the leading book- 
makers aad prevent the near approach of the 
holiday racegoers, who desire to shop so as to 
procure the bast odds. 

Many times when gentlemen are about to ask 
a question or lay a wager with the bookmakers 
an excited ruouer, wko has observed something^ 
of interest to his employer, comes tearing 
through the crowd, and the man who paid $2 at 
the gate is sent spinning aud careening through 
the squirming crowd until he pulls up battered 
aud disheveled on the other side of the ring. 
Some of the bookmakers have as many as four 
of these runners, and nearly every layer of odds 
in the ring has two trnaty Mercurial to fly at 
his bidding to ascertaiu what oddi some rival 
bookmaker is layiog against a certain horse. 

There are at least 400 of these catapulti that 
earn an existence aud sometime! a liberal 
reward for their energies. To dispense with 
these men is an extrimely diffisult task and 
therefore the measures necessary to restrict 
them aud to curtail their b imptiou mess have to 
be taken with great car?, so as to prevent in- 
justice to honest men whose behavior does not 
call for coudemnatioQ. If the question was left 
to the bookmakers, the coueeusus of opinion is 
that there would be nothing doing, so far as 
the bookmakers are conesrued. 

It ha= b sen decided, however, to compel the 
runners to remain ontside of the ring and to 
bring their information to their employers from 
behind tbe line, thereby giving the geueral pub- 
lic a chance. Moreover, miny of them are 
likely to find their calling gone, for an offense 
against the instructione to be given to Robert 
Pinkerton will mean expulsion from the race 
track where the offense is com mitt sd.— Morning 
Telegraph.
